Gibbon'* "Decline and Fall of the Ro­ 
man Empire" Long Acknowledge 
a* Masterpiece. 


The "Decline and Fall of the Roman 
Empire" was written by Edward Gib­ 
bon (1737-1704); It Is universally ac­ 
knowledged to be one of the greatest 
masterpieces of historical composition. 
The first volume was published In 1778, 
and had an Immediate success. 
The 
second and third volumes appeared in 
1781, and the final publication of the 
entire work in six volumes took place 
In 1788. TI.** author’s uncompromising 
hostility to Christianity, however, gave 
great offense to many readers, and 
was occasion of several attacks by 
English divines. Allison, the historian, 
declared the "Decline and Fall’’ to be 
the greatest historical work In exist­ 
ence. Gibbon’s profit from the* sale of 
his work was £6,000 ($30,000 normal 
exchange), that of his publisher, £00,- 
000 ($300,000). 
The author says: 
"It was at Rome, 
on the fifteenth day of October, 1764, 
as I sat musing amidst the ruins of 
the capitol, while the barefooted friars 
were singing vespers. in the temple 
of Jupiter, that the idea of writing the 
decline and fall of the city started to 
my mind.”

classes of 
food produced direct 
from the soil has, in the countries 
for which records are now avail­ 
able, slowly but steadily increased 
since the close of the war, and 
their 1922 food crop seems likely to 
exceed in the grand aggregate that 
of any year since 1915, in which 
so many millions of men were 
transferred from tile farm to the 
battle-held. The International In­ 
stitute of Agriculture at Rome has 
just announced a recorded world 
wheat crop for 1922 of 2,932,000,000 
bushels against 2,288,000,000 in the 
year preceding the close of the 
war, and reports from the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, at W ashing­ 
ton, 
indicate 
that 
the 
recorded 
production of rye, barley and po­ 
tatoes in 1922 will also exceed that 
of last year and stand materially 
above that of 1917. In fact, the re­ 
ports on world production of the 
7 great food articles—wheat, rye, 
rice, potatoes, corn, barley, and 
oats—indicate a grand aggregate 
for the reporting countries in 1922 
larger than that of any year since 
that which followed the opening 
of 
the^ war. 
These figures 
for 
1921-2 it should be clearly under­ 
stood relate only to the produc­ 
tion of the countries for which 
continuous reports have been had 
during and since the war and are 
not comparable with those of pre­ 
war years which included Russia, 
Turkey and other areas for which 
figures are not now available.

available shows a slight increase

the services of those engaged in 
agricultural industries.

exclusive 
of 
Russia 
for which no detailed statistics of

tionals, 
however, 
estimates

total grain production of Russia in

for 1922 is still only about one-half 
of the annual average in the five 
year period preceding the opening 
of the war.
